Good Roads 
and Highways 


Commissioners’ Meeting 
in Belleville 


A session of the Good Roads and 
Highways Commission was held in 
Shire Hall, Belleville, on Tuesday for 
the purpose of hearing the opinions of 
delegates from the counties of Fron- 
tenac, Lennox and Addington, Dur- 
ham and Northumberland, Hastings 
and Prince Edward and the cities of 
Peterboro and Belleville. The Com- 


mission was composed of Chairman 
Mr. C. A. MeGrath, government, en- 
gineer, Mr. A. H. McLean and Mr. A. 
Rankin, M. PP. There was a fair 
number of representatives present. 

The opinion of the meeting was that 
we should have better roads ; that the 
Provinces should receive more finan- 
¢idl assistance from the Federal Gov- 
ernment ; that the first roads to be im- 
proved should be the highways con- 
necting the producer with his market 
town; that statute labor should be 
abolished ; that the Colonization Road | 
Act should continue in force . That the | 
monies voted by the Federal Govern- 
ment should be administered by the 
provinces ; and that the tert of mun- 
icipal officers should be extended to 
periods of at least three years. 

The opinion of the representatives 
of Hastings county on the good roads 
question may be gathered fromm the 
following recommendation of a comm. 
mittee of the County Council presented 
by Mr. R. Vermilyea, President of the 
Good Roads Association, and signed 
by Mr. T. H. Thompson. Warden of 
the county. 

„That legislation be passed prohibit- 
ing the manufacture of new vehicles | 
and the renewal of did ones carrying 
1400 Ibs, or over at a kess width than 4 
inches, and five years only be allowed 
for changing to the same width the 
tires of existing vehicles of similar 
capacity. . 

“That a tax of 50 cents per horse 
wer be imposed in lien of the exist. 
ing license fee upon all autos up to and 
including twenty horse power; 75 
power on autos above 
20 horse power and up to and includ- 
ing those of 30 horse power; $1 per 
horse power upon all autos above 30 


horse power and that the money so 


raised be ry for highway im- 
provement. That expenditures: here. 
after upon all county roads and bridges 
shall be borne one-third by the county 
in which they are situated and two- 
thirds by the Government of the 
Province. 

“That it is of supreme iuiportance 
that the_cost of maintenance should 
be borne in the same proportions as 
the cest of construction by the county 
and province respectively. 

+ tas we consider county roads 
should be constructed in such places 
only as will be in the general interest, 
we are craves’ to a frontage tax. 

“That the highway connecting the 
producer with the producer's market 
receive first. consieration and that such 
roads be selected where the council at 
each county shall approve.”

Mineral Water and Sodium Make 
a Bad Combination, 


In nine hundred and ninety-nine 
cases out of a thousand, water, if 
applied in sufficient quantity, will 
fire. But 
the thousandth case, when water 
not only proves ineffectual, but ac- 
tually kindles and nourishes the 
fire, is a perfectly possible occur- 
rence. 

When the freighter Hardy steam- 
ed out of Le Treport, France, she 
carried, besides the mineral water 
in her hold, a number of small 
wooden cases marked 
sodium.”’

Figures Show That Number of Blind and Deaf and 


A despatch from Ottawa says: 
The number of people in Canada 
who are either blind or deaf and 
dumb is shown by the latest census 
bulletin to be lesa than at any 
time during the past thirty years. 
There are many more, however, of 
unsound mind. Thirty years ago 
there were eight males and six fe- 
males blind out of every ten thou- 
sand. The figures now are 4.8 and 
4.1. There are just half as many 
deaf and dumb as there were in 


| 1881, six in ten thousand as against 
M. Rene Lauret has recently given some twelve. 


Women are a little the 
less unfortunate in both cases. It 
is interesting to note that of men 
afflicted with loss of sight three 
more are married than have re- 
mained single, while 285 are now 
widowers. Blind women seem to 
be unfortunate in losing their hus- 
bands—939 still have spouses, 429 
no longer have, while 618 never 
had. There are forty more blind 
people in Quebec than in Ontario. 
The total for all Canada is 4,554. 
The deaf and dumb are not 80 
much married, seven out of ten 
both male and female remaining in 
a state of single blessedness.

Cedar made up 86 per cent. of the 
total number of poles cut, the western 
cedar being increasingly used for this 
purpose. Balsam fir, tamarack and 
spruce made up the balance of the cut, 
the greater part of the poles being 2 
and 25 feet in length. 

In 1912 there were purchased 21. MG. 
571 ties representing valueof $9,373,569. 
This represents the large increase of 
48.1 per cent. over the number of ties 
purchased in 1911. due probably to the 
extensive railway construction now 
going on. 

Jack pine ties made up 36.5 per cent. 
of the total with an average value of 
80.44. Cedar was second on the list 
with an average cost at point of pur- 
chase of forty-five cents, followed by 
Douglas fir, averaging 30 cents per tie. 
In all twenty-one different species of 
of wood were used. 

Ties treated with preservatives made 
up 8.5 per cent. of the number pur 
chased. These were chiefly hard.

in the stringing of wires, very often 
seriously injure and mutilate such | 
trees, are apt to justify themselves to 
riy-owhers by asserting their 
right to do such“ pruning” be- 
cause of established precedent. In 
this case no such practise, however 
long it has been tolerated by the nor 
erty-holders, becomes legally justifi- 
able, and such companies are just as 
liable for damages. the last time they 
injore the trees as they are the first 
time. However long a wire may have 
been attached to a tree, the owner, if 
he has property in the tree, can com- 
pel its removal. 

While even the owner may not re- 
move shade trees on the highways 
without the consent of the municipal 
council, vet.) on the other hand, not 
even the Municipal council may re- 
move any live trees without the con- 
sent of the owner of theproperty in 
front of which the tree stands unless. 
«veh tree is within thirty feet of other 
trees, and even then the owner must 
be given at least three days’ notice, 
and den demand compensation if he 
has planted and protected such tree. 

Tue property owner who is aware of 
his rights in these respects will take 

ter interest in and ter care of 
the trees bordering the highway oppo- 
site his property. He will also have 
more incentive to plant shade trees.

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A FISH-EATING SPIDER.

Measured About Three Inches 
When Its Legs Were Extended. 


It was when I lived in Greytown, 
Natal, writes the Rev. N. Abra- 
ham in Nature. One day I was 
catching small fish and acquatio in- 
sects for an aquarium, and I was 
using a small net, in a shallow 
stream. I happened to see on the 
edge of the water a fine spider, 
which I captured.

The spider measured about three 
inches when its legs were extended ;

BEVERAGES OF NATIONS. 


— — 


Amount of Spirits Consumed in 
Different Countrics. 


Norwegians are one of the most 


ANtemperate of Northern nations, con- 


suming but 46% pints of beer and 
4\% of brandy per head of popula- 
tion. 

The Dane drinks on the average 
156 pints of beer, but little wine, 
and only 36 pints of brandy each 
year. The Swede manages to con- 


sume 84 pints of beer and 13 of 
spirits. The Russian drinks 7% 


jg | Pints of vodka and the same amount 


of beer. The Frenchman, however, 
takes 160 pints of wine, 15 of beer, 
48 of brandy. The Britisher soothes 
himself with 9 pints of whisky or 
gin, 3 of claret, and 228 of beer. 

The Dutchman will drink 54 pints 
of beer and 12 of brandy. Taking 
every German province to obtain 
an average, it is found that the 
German consumes 187% pints of 
beer, 10 of wine, and 9% of spirits. 
In Munich, however, the average 
amount per head rises to 850% 
pints, being the highest of any pro- 
vince, while the lowest average ob- 
tains in the northern province of 
Alsatia. Here the inhabitants are 
satisfied with only 144 pints of beer 
per head. 

The Italian is the least of all ad- 
dicted to alcoholic beverages, tak- 
ing only 8 pints of beer, 1% of aloo- 

ic beverages, and 144 of wine per

H. MS. Queen Elizabeth, the 
supership of the British navy, u 
the largest Britieh battleship ever 
launched. Her design embodies 
some striking new features which 
make her the most up-to-date war- 
ship in the world.

30 Fears’ cut in aight in the various 
states. Already the production of 
‘oie. ee south of the border seems to 
ave reached a maximum, having de- 
creased from 1,786,000 cords in 1908 to 
8 cords in 1910. This decreas- 
ing supply, operating in conjunction 
5 the Werde, demand, has led 
to a great augmentation in the im- 
ports from Canada. 
At the present time, pulp-wood is 
made almost entirely from spruce and 
rincipally by the mechanical process.

wood used was 866,042 cords, and of 
this 677,747 cords were spruce, The 
os aa of pulp manufactured was 
62.63 tons, of which amount 409,226 
tons were made mechanically. These 
fgures represent an increase of about 
44 per cent. over 1010. Canada has by 
no means yet the limitof her 
production, but it can only be a ques- 
tion of time till operations of the same 
forces bring about the same situation 
jas in the United States. 

In the circumstances the question of 
finding substitutes for spruce becomes 
of peculiar interest and it is interest- 
ing to learn that, assisted by a grant 
of $90,000 from Congress, experiments 

‘are now being carried on in Wisconsin 
with a view to testing the efficacy of 
such woods as hemlock and jackpine

SHORTER DAYS IN LONG AGO.

Contained Only Ten Hours 56.000, 
(00 Years Back. 


In a lecture at the Royal Acad- 
emy in London recently on the 
movement of the stars, Professor 
H. H. Turner stated that 46,000,000 
years ago there were but sixteen 
and twenty-nine 
days to a month. 

Some 10,000,000 years before that 
the day was ten hours long, and 
going back still further into the re- 
cesses of time, it was reduced to 
one hour. That, explained Prof. 
Turner, according to The London 
Chronicle, was when the earth and 
moon were close together—-when 
they had recently parted company, 
in fact, and had started on their 
career as separate bodies. 


The principle, said Prof. Turner, 


applied to a very large class of], 


bodies in the sidereal system- the 
double stars: Astronomers knew 
two stars in the sky so close foge- 
ther that it never had been possi- 
ble to separate one from another, 
even through the best telescopes, 
though it was known that one of 
them was very considerably bright- 
er than the other, and it was sup- 
posed that one was describing an 
orbit around the other.
